EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the 
changes and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1.312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Todd Snyder (Reg. No. 41 ,320) on August 25, 2009. 

2. The application has been amended as follows: Claim 49 is hereby 
cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1 -7, 9-1 5, 1 7-23, 25-31 , 33-39 and 41-47 are allowed. 

4. With respect to independent claims 1,9, 17, 25, 33 and 41 , the instant 

invention is directed to " a method and an apparatus for providing at least a portion of 

the second program guide information to receiving station receiving the first signal."; 
"...a method and apparatus of obtaining at least a portion of the second program guide 
information via the first signal." The relevant prior art of record, Eyer et al (6,401,242) 
disclose method and apparatus for designating a preferred source to avoid duplicative 
programming services. Chaney et al (5,515,106) disclose method and apparatus for 
transmitting/receiving a program guide for TV services. Klosterman (6,072,983) 
discloses merging multi-source information in a TV system. Ogawa et al (6,314,571) 
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disclose EPG data collection and delivery system and EPG collection and delivery 
device. Thomas et al (5,666,645) disclose data management and distribution system 
and method for an electronic TV program guide. However, Eyer, Chaney, Klosterman. 
Ogawa nor Thomas and any of the cited references teach, or suggest, alone or in 
combination the feature of: "...wherein the first program guide information and the 
second program guide information is merged according to a comparison between the 
data and a receiver station configuration value." as recited in combination with other 
features of independent claims 1,9, 17, 25, 33 and 41 . 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
